The taste of v ictory was so exhflirat- 
ing to the tem perance crusaders thai 
they are confident that the legislature 
will net dare to tam per with the eoun 
ty local option law.

or three years.

clared today that in v iew of the result

counties 
there is not a Repub lican or Democrat­ 
ic m em b er of the legislature who will 
dare to v ote for the repeal of the coun­ 
ty local option law.

Superintendent Shum aker said that I 
law and order leagues will b e organ/ 
lied in the “dry” counties to see that 
the sale of liquor 
is prohib ited. 
In 
practically all of the “dry” counties 
now the “b lind tigers’' are doing a 
flourishing b usiftess in spite of the 
stringent laws enacted against them 
two years ago. 
The elections in W a­ 
b ash and Lawrence counties will put 
forty-two saloons out of b usiness with­ 
in a short time.
